The resolution 
was then referred to the Labor, 
Studoit Services and Education 
Committee by a vote ol seven to 
five. 

The proposed Undersecretary for 
Married Students would serve in an 
advisory capacity to the Under- 
secretary of Student Welfare. 
Married students would be his sole 
concern. Hartley said. 

In other legislation, a bill was 
passed to require accident Jnsurance 
for official studettgovemnient trips 
during the sunmier. The bill was 
carried unanimously, as was a bill 
to revise the legislative branch of 
student government during trimes- 
ter III. 

A resolution concerning Hon or 
Court procedures -was referred to 
committee.

Fraternities and Sororities might be faced with a ruling 
that could well change the nature of their current role 
in the can^s sooietv. 

The current hullabaloo over the suspension of the 
Stanford Chapter of Sigma Chi. Alpha Omega, by the 
national organization because the local chapter pledged 
a negro, might develop into a test of the rights of such 
an organization to discriminate against a person on the 
basis of race. 

Senator Metcalf, (D. Mont.), a Sigma Chi formerly 
from the Stanford Chapter himself, says. "No dis- 
crimination." 

Harry V. Wade, national Sigma Chi president says. 
"Yes, discrimation." 

It appears that once again the power of the Federal 
Government's purse strings may enter the picture. 

It seems that it may be illegal for universities who 
are receiving federal funds to house or condone organ- 
izations that practice racial discrimination. 

Such a ruling would bring the current problem home 
to F.S.U. 

It is common knowledge that this university houses 
and condones organizations that practice discrimination. 

It is also common knowledge that F.S.U. accepts and 
solicits federal funds. 

In the final analysis which would go? 

Some groups reportedly have discriminatory clauses 
m their national charters. However, it appears that even 
if such clauses were removed that fraternities and 
sororities will be judged by what they practice not just 
what they "preach." 

In other words if they are practicing de facto dis- 
crimination they will put themselves right back in the 
same situation they are in right now. 

What is the current situation? 

We are currently faced with the responsibility of de- 
ciding whether a university should condone the practice 
of discrimination. 

Fellow students if we must discriminate let us do it 
openly rather than behind the disguise of "fraternal 
brotherhood."

Look At Prevention First Warns 
Expert At Delinquency Meeting

Communities should take a critical 
look at services to prevent and con- 
trol juvenile delinquency before 
building or expanding detention 
homes, a leading authority on the 
subject told the Delinquency Contr .1 
Institute at FSU this week. 

Sherwood Norman, direct ■ f deten- 
tion services for the National Coun- 
cil on Crime and Delinquency, told 
the institute that "diagnosis, case- 
work, and placement are dis- 
aster usly ut jf balance as com- 
pared to building of places of com- 
mitment which are often used as 
substimtes for sound casework." 

Speakii^ before 16 governmental 
officers from Florida and surround- 
ing states, N rman said citizens 
generally understand the need for 
Instituti 'ns in which t.> place child- 
ren, but are unaware of what case- 
work really is, what it can do, and 
what kind of caseloads are realistic 
for best results. 

The emphasis on building detention 
homes at the expense of casework 
has left the courts without the tools 
It needs for diagnosis and effective 
correctional treatment, he said. 

"A critical 1 k n: aii the resources 
available fo;- preventi. n and contr.. 1 
should be taken bef re expanding de- 
tention homes or building new in- 
stitution?. Tiiis is because there 
is a tendency to use placement as 
a substitute for preventive family 



casework and other treatment re- 
sources," he said. 
The growing volume of neglected 
and delinquent children reaching 
the courts can only be checked when 
states and communities provide a 
proper balance of services and facil- 
ities on a planned basis, Norman 
continued. 

The emphasis on casework service 
wUl mean a saving to the taj^ayer. 
he added. 
By the use of diagnostic evaluation 
of juvenile delinquents before coun 
disposition, the court will have a 
firm basis on which to reach de- 
dlslons and this will eliminate much 
of the need for sending youths away 
f r m home for treatment. 

The speaker urged communities to 
take a close look at their facilities 
and services in handling youthful 
offenders with the goal of preventing 
delinquency rather than punishment 
of the individual. 

Norman was the featured speaker 
during the first week of the month 
long Insltute here. 
During the remaining weeks, the 
students, mostly governmental offi- 
cials dealing with juveniles, will 
in\estigate techniques of working 
with delinquents and Juvenile court 
philosophy and procedure. 
Tbe first week was tiJcen up with 
detention and Institutional treatmenc 
The institute ends July 17.

Milking Days Over For George Ford 



Forty-eight years of getting up at 
■i a.m. to milk the c ws are enough 
fiT George F rd, wh is retiring 
Aug. 1 as a milker a: ihe FSL' dairy. 

Ford has milked twice a day seven 
days a week (with two days off each 
m inth) since starting the milking job 
June iO, 1917. 

He has scarcely missed a day from 
illness. One might say, therefore, 
that there have been few glasses of 
milk reaching the dinii^ tables at 
FSCW and FSU Since then which have 
n ! aeen mUlced by the lank Negro 
farm, worker. 

For the first 15 years he milked by 
hand, into a milk pail which, when 
full, was carriedfrum the dairy aam 
up ;u the dining hall and kitchen if 
FSCW. 

The bam in tiiose days was a grey 
wooden structure standing where the 
Business Bldg.now stands. Thefarm 

c ivering 200 acres, extendedfor half 
a mile west of Dewey Street, when- 
Tennesse v-. - .^^e t a dead end. 



His day now begins promptly at 
4 a.m. He drives to work from his 
home at 318 N. Copeland St. The 
morning chores, including a cleanup 
of the milking shed, last until about 
8 a.m. 

He is ihen ff duty uniii 2 p.m., 
when he returns for the afternoon 
milking. This Is completed uboui 
6 p.m. 

Dairy Manager Merrill C. Futch, 
his boss for the past 25 years, said 
Ford can be counted on to show up 
on schedule with the regularity of a 

clock. 

Milking is less Strenuous nuw than 
bef re there were milking machines, 
but there is still plenty of work tu do 
by hand. There is one other milker 
besides F rd. 

The first milking machines were 
used In 1932. They were self -en 
rained ones, attached to Individual

However, we do admit that it will be better for us to 
leave the trimester system if the proposed change will 
guarantee a better education lor the student and better 
working conditions for the faculty.

It isn't unknown for the federal 
government itself to become a par- 
ticipant in a compact. \n example 
was the Delaware River BaslnCom- 
pact which affected the District of 
Columbia, Barton reports. 

While interstate compacts to pro- 
vide S 'Cial ser\'ices have proved to 
be an effective way for stales to 
meet mutual problems, Barton cau- 
tions that regulatory compacts are 
often used as a method of preventing 
action and keeping power in the hands 
of particular industries which have 
more influence at the state rather 
than the nati onal level.

Open Door 

The question of the legality of multiple office holding 
has come to the fore through a resolution introduced into 
the Summer Legislative Council Wednesday night that 
was hotly debated and finally passed. 

Proponents of the resolution claimed that multiple 
office holding limitsthenumberof students involved with 
campus politics and keeps student power in the hands of 
a few and that this situation has resulted from a few 
students "grasping for power." 

It is our contention that this is not entirely the case. 
Although weheartily agree with the concept that as many 
students as possible should participate in their govern- 
ment and publications, we must face reality \i*en filling 
responsible positions. 

The simple truth of the matter is that there is an acute 
shortage of students qualified to assume positions of 
leadership and responsibility. 

The primary reason for this shortage is that very few 
students are willing to expend the time and energy 
necessary to become qualified student leaders. 

Involvement vsith publications or student politics 
means that one must give up time spent dating, sleeping, 
studying or just plain relaxing. 

To most students this is asking more than thev are 
willing to give. Students who will forsake a Saturday 
night date for a hot news story or a committee meeting 
that will not wait are all too few and far between. 

Ue, as well as Student Government, have always ac- 
tively encouraged anyone who is interested to participate 
in student organizations. 

However, a prerequisite to attaining a responsible 
position is proving oneself capable and willing to serve 
in the desired capacity. It is here that many potential 
leaders are lost. They are not willing to sacrifice the 
time and energy necessary to prove themselves. 

We feel this is a deplorable situation and agree that 
student leadership should not be restricted to a few. The 
existing problem is one of creating interest in potential 
leacters in the freshman and sophomore classes. 

We will continue to work on a solution to this dilemma 
and our doors shall remain open to those who are willing 
to actually give of their time and work to make FSU a 
better place both academically and socially.

Botany Expert, Student Friend, Retires 



To fellow botanists, FSU's Dr. Ruth 
S. Breen Is known as one of the fore- 
most authorities on southeastern 
mosses. To several thousand former 
students, however, she is known as 
a professor who kept ber office door 
open. 

Mrs. Breen retired Wednesday 
after 39 years at FSU to end tbe 
longest record of service amoi^ 
current faculty members. 

She has been offered the continued 
use of her office in the basement of 
Conradi Bldg. for additional re- 
search. 

Even though she will be relieved of 
teaching duties as professor emer- 
ita, Mrs. Breen, from force of habit, 
probably will continue to keep her 
door open as she has been doing 
for years for die convenience of stu- 
dents. 

During most of her k.ng service 
beginning in 1926 just three m inth- 
after graduation from FSCW, Mrs. 
Breen has been Dusy collecting and 
examining mosses. 

She has personally collected about 
four thousand of the six thousand 
specimens in FSU's herbarium, go- 
ing into some of the most remote 
sections of 66 Florida counties to 
find them. 

She then classified them in ber 
office laboratory. 

The culminatii r. of this w. irk was 
the publication oy the U of F Press 
in 1963 of her "Mosses of Florida." 

It is a 273.^age manual describing 
the 245 species and varieties she 
has found growing in Florida. There 
are 133 plates with ber pen and ink 

illustrations. 

All through the years, however, 
teaching and students have been her 
primary concern. Her roll books are 
filled with the names of eight thou- 
sand students and she retrembers 



many students of 35 years ago by 

name. 

Three f irmer students who re- 
ceived a PhX). degree under her 
tutelage were back Saturday to help 
the Dept. of Biological Science honor 
Dr. Breen at a retirement dinner. 

All now are teaching and doing re- 
search on mosses. Returning were 
Dr. William D. Reese from the 
University f S irhwestem Louisi- 
ana, Dr. Ft-- L, Keieru-n, Jr.from 
Southwestern Missouri State College 
and Dr. Ronald Pursell from Penn- 
sylvania State University. 

Mrs. Breen said her interest in 
botany began when she was a girl 
in Biloxi, Miss. Later at Pensacola, 
her father took the diUdren on Sun- 
day afternoon walks in the fields. 

When she enrolled as a freshman at 
FSCW, though, she intended to m.ajor 
in math. 

The general botany course she took 
from Prof. Alban Stewart at FSCW

convinced her to change her major to 
botany. Following ber graduation In 
1926, she joined the botany faculty as 
an instrojctor after a summer of 
graduate study at the University of 
Chicago. 

It was not until tbe summer of 1937, 
when she began her doctoral studies 
at the University of Michigan, that 
her interest was directed to mosses. 

Her major professor, W.C.Steeve, 
was one of the nation's foremost 
authorities on these plants. He is 
now the director of die New York 
Botanical Garden. 

Dr. Breen received ber PhJD. at 
Michigan in 1941. 

It was then that she started ber long 
search for Florida mosses. This 
took her into some of tbe most 
remote parts of Florida aiKl into 
every county except Nassau. 

She climbed trees, waded into 
rivers and slid down mud banics In 
her c llectijig expediti -ns. 

Her Do k, richly illustrated with 
the drawings she has made by exam- 
ining mosses under a microscope, 
won her die $500 Cooley Award of 
tbe American Assoc. of PlaniTaxon- 
omists for a meritorious publication 
on Soutbeastem flora. 

Friends have urged her to start on 
livenworts, the second branch of the 
Bryophyte division, now that she has 
Completed work on Florid?, rr; sses. 

.Mrs. Breen's wi. rk hf.s brought her 
much rec gnin-. n fr im fellow botan- 
ists. She served a year as president 
of the American Biological Society 
in 1956 and also has seized as 
chairman of tbe Soutbeastem Sec- 
tion. Botanical Society of America. 

She has been on practically every 
faculty committee on tbe campus 
during her long stay and has been 
active in getting several organiza-

Senator Billy Kidd presented a resolution to abolish 
the FSU traffic court to the Summer Legislative Council 
Wednesday night. 

According to Kidd the FSU traffic court is not official- 
ly recognized by Tallahassee or the State of Florida. 

Kidd termed the rourt "corrupt" and said a conflict 
between it and the Municipal Court of Tallahassee has 
resulted in the downtown court's refusal to enforce the 
collection of fines. 

The registrar told Mitchell that the 
schedule of classes had not been re- 
ceived early er. ugh from the de- 
partmem heads. 
The department heads, in turn, 
couid not start their planning until 
tliey knew how much money they 
would be allowed to use, said Mit- 
chell.

Kidd said although the University 
Security Police have the power to 
hand out tickets, they have no power 
to enforce the c aiection of fines. 
The resolution passed by near- 
Unanimous vote, with nly Sen. Mark 
Mitchell voting against it. 
The traffic court seems to serve no 
purpi se, Kidd contended. This, he 
said, may be evidenced by the fact 
that "even the chief justice of traffic 
court thinks it should be abolished." 

"It's corrupt," Kidd continued. "If 
a guy comes in for review looking 
half-way decent, or if he knows 
somebody on the court, he'll proba- 
bly get .ff." 
Backing up the statement, he said 
"sixty-five percent of the people who 
go before traffic court have their 
fines reduced. I got the figures from 
Lt. Lewis, head of campus security." 
The FSU traffic court conflicts with 
the Statutes of the State ,f Florida 
In a variety of cases, ::;5in!y .hat «)f 
enforcement power. Forthis reas.m, 
If for no other, there wiil be no 
traffic court beginning in the fall, 
said Kidd. 
Students wishing to enter a plea of 
"not guilty" on a traffic violation 
will be forced to go before municipal 
court downtown. 
Those who plead guilty need only 
drop the money in an envel 'pe and

Collins Termed Psychologists' Case

Psjxhologists would explore a 
many-faceted personality, biolo- 
gists would puzzle over a seemingly 
unending supply of energy and 
sociologists would marvel at uncon- 
ventional social tactics if they were 
to study the ubiquitous Editor of 
"The Florida Hambeau," Erik L. 
Collins. 

Collins has often been called 'a 
man of many hats." Aside from his 
duties as "Flambeau" editor, this 
summer he plays a major role in the 
administration of the Union as acting 
chairman of die University Union 
Board. 

To the casual observer, it may 
seem that these responsibilities 
leave no time fordoing anything else, 
but Collins still manages to contri- 
bute to the summer Legislative 
Council to which he was elected in 
May. 

He was also acting editor of the 

"Smolte Signals" this summer. 

By his own admission, he loves 

meetings and can be found almost 
any hour of the day or night In a 
board, council or committee meeting 
of various kinds. 

Two committees which he is cur- 
rently a member of this summer are 
President Champion's Student Ad- 
visory Committee and the Interim 
Student Artist Series Committee. 

To call Collins an unusual student 
only in light of his activities of FSU 
would be an Injustice to a unique and 
interesting background. 

A transplanted "yankee," Collins 
was bom in Geneva, N.Y.. where he 
lived until he traveled sonili to at- 
tend FSU, 

Although he contends that he was a 
"general goof-off* in high school, 
he managed to attain the position of 
editor of his high school paper. 

Also during his high school career, 
Collins was active in several sports. 
The athletic field, however, proved 
to l>e outside his range of abilities. 
He said he was "the poorest athlete 
in the history of Geneva Hig^ 
School." 

Undaunted by lack of success in 
athletic pursuits, this "man of a 
thousand faces" turned to the realm 
of the theatre. He showed a natural 
flair for the dramatic as he took the 
lead in several school plays and 
musicals.

Regents' Scholarship his senior 
year. 

Coming to FSU as a freshman in 
January, I%2, Collins planned to 
major in journalism. Learning that 
the school of journalism had been 
discontinued, lie changed his major 
to government. 

Believing that students should try- 
to get a well-rounded education, 
Collins did not limit himself to 
government-related courses. He 
branched out into many areas of 
learning, taking courses in philo- 
sophy, music, English, anthro- 
pology, sociology, classics, religion, 
business, languages, and history

pursued an amazing nuinberof extra 
curriailar activities. 

As a freshman he was a reporter 
on the "Flambeau." From there he 
went on to serve in almost every 
position on the staff. 

In January, 1964, he waselectedby 
the Board of Publications to the 
position of "Flambeau" edltor-ln- 
chlef. 

He has since served In that capacity 
and the Board of Publications saw 
fit to re-elect him for the 1965-66 
academic year. 

One of CoUlns* prominent charac- 
teristics Is Us ability to get things 

done. 

An example of his initiative was 
seen at the beginning of trimester I 
when he learned that the traditional 
"English Coffee Hour" was to be 
dlscontlmied. Immediately Collins 
went Into action, making phone calls, 
talking with administrators and fac- 
ulty members plus writing news- 
paper articles and editorials urging 
the continuation of the program. 

His effons proved successful when 
the official permissl' ■, .v .s obtained 
to begin scheduling speni ers for the 
year. Collins subsequently is serv- 
ing with a faculty-student committee 
as a director of the program. 

Work in student publications has 
demanded the attendance of the 
"Flambeau" editor at many regional 
and national student publications 
workshops and conventions. Collins 
has been a delegate from the aret 
of publications to three SUSGA con- 
ventions. 

Two bonoraries on campus have 
recognized his leaderriiip abilities 
and dedication.

college administration as a lifetime 
career. 

Beginning this fall, he will attend 
graduate school with a major In 
student personnel work. 

"1 feel that In this capacity I can 
best lead the kind of life that I want 
to lead and can fulfill my ambitions, 
desires and goals to he^ ralss 
educational levels in bi{^ learn- 
ing," CoUins said. 

In keeping with his character, 
Collins, who has described himself 
as a pragmatist, said he prefers a 
big university to a small one tiecause 
it is there that "things aregoingon; 
things are getting done."

After more discussion and several 
amendments to change wording, the 
resolution was passed. 
The Council agreed to send Sen. 
Max Courtney's bUl on Judicial in- 
vestigation to committee. Several 
senators questioned the use of the 
word prosecution in the wording of 
the resolution. 
Sen. Erik L. Collins, speaking for 
the resolution, said that its purpose 
was to insure that judges in thesm- 



dem court systems would be kept 
from bias by the removal of the 
investigatory power now granted 
them. 

Collins said that a right to trial 
by an unbiased court was such a 
fundamental right that It was incred- 
ible to believe that this was not the 
case at FSU. 

He agreed that some of the wording 
of the resolution was questionable, 
however, and alsn urged that it be 
sent to committee. 



The Board also approved the stand- 
ing request for the establishment of 
a School of Law at FSU. The Board 
members released $35,400, upon the 
approval of the State Budget C m- 
mission, for plaimlng and f r the 
hiring of a dean for the school (see 
related story). 

Other acti of the Board that con- 
cerned FSU was the approval of 
budgets and the appointments of 
Dr. Carl Devine as professor 
accounting and Dr. Maxwell Smith 
as visiting pr fessor of modem 
languages effective Sept. 1. 

Of a t tal of $136.9 milUon bud- 
geted by t.he B ard, $17.9 million 
was granted t-. FSU. 

This sum is what was requested by 
the University, but it must be ap- 
proved by the State Budget Commi- 
sion. 

The allowed $17.9 million is the 
educational and general operating 
budget for the 1965-66 fiscal year. 
This is a nine percent increase over 
the 64-65 budget of $16.1 miUion. 
Of the total amount, there will be 
$12.7 million for salaries, $2.3 mil- 
lion for operating expenses, $1.5 
million for other services such as 
student assistant pay and $1.3 mil- 
lion for capital outlay such as equip- 
ment purchasing. 
Although the Board had previously 
promised to abolish the trimester 
system, it wanted to study the pro- 
posal when the fact of cost arose. 
It was pointed out by U of F Presi- 
dent J. Wayne Reitz that there wiU 



which is commonly referred to as a 
rat-race situation." 
Gov. Haydon Bums, who promised 
to abolish the trimester during the 
gubernatorial race last year, voiced 
strong support of the proposed plar,. 

He said the presidents' proposal 
would greatly reduce the number of 
students who must withdraw due to 
insi^iclent academic averages un- 
der the trimester system. 
The $2.5 million a year extra would 
be for extra pay forf acuity members 
who wovild have to work longer than 
the normal 10 months, he said. 
Bums said if the two million dol- 
lars will reduce the number of wash- 
outs caused by acceleration, "then 
it would be worth every pnny." 
Member of the Board of Regents 
John Pace said. "We have heard 
what the faculty wants and what 
would be good for the faculty. I 
want more information on what the 
students want and what would be 
good for the students."

Reitz further said the quarter sys- 
tem would not be practical because 
it would not provide a summerterm 
which public school teachers could 
attend.

Mr. D. Nelsen's editorial ("The 
Open Door") of July 13th is, in at 
least one respect, ratherprovoking.

If Mr. .Nelsen is pro- 
posing, in thegrand manner of count- 
less past candidates for elective 
office in student government, that 
prior experience constitutes a nec- 
essary and sufficient qualification 
for any (FSU) SG office, I must take 
exception; any freshman logic stu- 
dent can qulcklytake that proposition 
apan by reduction to absurdity.

specified an, , an; .f spare time (and 
perhaps money for campaign ex- 
pense?) seem to be the only signi- 
ficant qualifications for any SG of- 
fice. In this connection, Mr. Nelsen 
■correctly observes tbe general apa- 
thy of the student body toward that 
distant ethereal abstraction, student 
government. 

I take this as rather a healthy sign, 
assuming (perhaps too glibly) that It 
indicates a significant number of 
smdents have more im.portant or 
Interesting things to do than haggle 
with Dean Harry p. Day. Who knows? 
They may even be pursuing a degree 
of some sort. 

In the final analysis, our student 
government has absolutely nothing 
to do with whether or not we gradu- 
ate and even less to do with the 
thereafter. And therein is the rub. 

Actually, there is the matter of 
ihe distribution of the money brought 
into tte (chamber) pot by means of 
the ActiWty Fee assessment. This, 
however, provokes only a negative 



s n of interest on my pan. 1 find 
the ideas of a professional symphony 
orchestra muchmore attractive than 
that of a professional football team. 

Since, in retrospect, it would ap- 
pear that a negligible minority of 
the students share my views (this 
includes, of course, tbe students 
participating in studem government, 
i.e. directing the allocation of the 
funds); and since, further, the like- 
lihood of such view's finding ade- 
quate expression, assuming its exis- 
tence among the real majority, is 
negligibly small; I find the student 
government definitely a bore. In 
fact, it at times iiecomes downright 
nauseating, particularly in the face 
of this country's smug claims at a 
Great Cultural Revolution. This a- 
mounts to a hoax; ask any pro- 
fessional musician. 

I digress. The point is that the re- 
wards (none of any lasting signi- 
ficance to reasonable human beings) 
of student government paniclpation 
are absolutely incommensurate with 
the required effort. Ergo, who gives 
a damn? 

Mr. Nelsen's remazlcs suggest. In

For four long months, the continued 
stalemate in the Dominican Repub- 
lic has been a major foreign policy 
problem for LB J. Neither special 
Presidential envoys or advisors, the 
State Dept., the Defense Dept., the 
CIA, the FBI, .r the iJAS have oeen 
a: ie t. find an acceptable "demo- 
cratic" leader. Why have all the 
attempts failed? 

A highly authoritative source in 
Washington reveals the key to tbe 
failure lies in a certain unbearalded 
policy-maker in the State Dept., 
Plato Schwarz. Schwarz, for many 
years a law clerk for Justice Black, 
was especially 1 aned fr m the Su- 
preme Court f. r the Dominlcancri- 
sls. 

Senior State Dept. officers felt 
that if tbe Supreme Coun had the 
final answers for defining demo- 
cracy in the United States, surely 
one of its top clerks could produce 
a democratic formula for a little 
Latin American coimtry like the 
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Dominican Republic. 

Plato's first plan called for a one 
man-one vote formula for all Do- 
minicans. More experienced hands 

quickly set him straight, however. 
The people In foreign countries can- 
not be tnjsted t select their -wn 
rulers. They might elect 3 commu- 
nist, and since there was already a 
list of 55 communists in the Domini- 
can Republic, Plato's plan was im- 
acceptable. These old timers told 
him any plan must incfaide top Amer- 
ican officials and must excltideaiiy- 
one to the left of Wayne Morse. 

His confidence shaken, Schwarz 
brought his problem to Justice Black. 
A puzzled Justice Black paused and 
took a deep sigh at the compexity of 
international affairs. Then, like a 
le;.(lr:a:-k decision, the .verrldlng 
principle struck him. "Plato, he 
said, "we must create as demo- 
cratic a nation as possible. U the 
people can't vote because M com- 
munists, tben we must have unani- 
mity among the factions involved on 
a leader." 

Reassured, Plato returned to the 
State Dept. with this plan. For a 
leader to oe approved, tbe White 
House, the OAS, the State Dept., the 
Defense Dept., the ambassadors, the 
CIA, the FBI, the reikis and the 
Junta would all have t - agree. I he 
Administration bought the plan. 

The last three and one-half months 
have been spent hunting a leader 
acceptable t all factl ns. Jo begin 
with, the Junta f rces ruled ut all 
13,586,687 retiel supponers and the 
rebel faction in turn rejected all 
113 Junta supporters. This left 
1.724.741 eligiUe Dominicans who 
did not take pan in the revolution.

At least FSU student Richard ToUl 
finds splashing around In a river 
more enjoyable than talcing It easy In 
a hammock. 

TolU's weekend swimming safaris 
In Florida swamp areas are done in 
the name of science. He is discover- 
ing and mapping ancient Indian vil- 
lages for die antbropologjr and ar- 
chaeology depcs. at ^U. 

From historical accounts and rec- 
ords, scientists know the approxi- 
mate locations of numerous Indian 
villages. It Is Tolli's Job to try to 
find nut exactly where they are. 

"With the use of scuba gear it is 
actually much easier to enter a 
swamp area end find what you are 
lookiiig for than it is to go overland 
and fight the brash. The water is 
usually clear enough, especially in 
streams fed by sprb^. to spot the 
site of £ former Indian village," 
ToUl said. 

The ancient Indians frequently used 
streams as outdoor garbage disposal 
units. A!6ng with the garbage they 
dumped into streams were broken 
bits of pottery, damaged weapons, 
shells, bones and other materials. 

By using these clues, scientists 
can determine much about the lives, 
habits and general cultural environ- 
ment of the early inhatritants of Flor- 
ida. 

.Mter ToUi finds a village location 
and gathers material from tlie bot- 
tom of the stream, a land party 
makes further investigations. 

Tolll, a senior majoring in anthro- 
pology and English, became Inter- 
ested in Indian lore several years 
ago when he worked for a commer- 
cial tourist attraction In the Ever- 
glades area. 

"The Indians interested me and 1 
found out how lltUe 1 really knew 
about their past. So I decided to 
learn more about their history while 
I was at FSU," he said. 

In addition to his interest in Indians, 
Tolll had been ascubaenthusiastfor 
a number of years and joined the 
FSU Seminole Diving Club. 

"Scuba diving and archaeology just 
seemed to come together naturally, 
so some friends and I began search- 
ing for Indian village siie8,"he said. 



His searches have led him through- 
out most of Florida, but lie iias con- 
centrated on the North Florida area 
because it is near the University. 

"We have discovered three new 
sites in WakuUa County area below 
Tallahassee. We are not sure how 
large two of the villages were, but 
the other one apparently had a good- 
sized population," he said. 

The large site has revealed the out- 
line of abuildingfdundationandTolli 
bellMves it was built by Europeans 
for trade or missionary work among 
the Indians, Additional work will 
have to be done before the date and 
type of conetniction can be deter- 
mined. 

The probing of the bottoms of 
streams has turned up a variety of 
f iada. He has found basltets of pot- 
tery used by the Indians, cannon 
balls, Uts at metal from muskets, 
buttons, knife handles and a masto- 
don tooth. 

Pottery has claimed most of his 
attention, however. "Some of the 
pottery goes back to around three 
thousand years ago, but most of it 
dates from a period from 500 to 
1500 A.D. when the Indian culture 
was at its peak in North Florida," 
Tolli pointed out. 

Pottery has great significance to 
the archaeologist because it is us- 
ually plentiful, resists decay and 
expens can use it as a handy tool to 
determine the age of the site. 

Tolli doesn't recommend swamp 
splastiing for the average citizen. 
"You must be a good swimmer, 
experienced with scuba gear and 
liave a scientific Interest in archaeo- 
logy," he noted. 

By using scuba gear, tiie swimmer 
has the advantage of looking in places 
usually hidden from the average 
relic hunter and finding undisturbed 
deposits. 

For those a bit leary of swimming 
in a snake-filled swamp area, Tolli 
has words of comfort. "I haven't 
had any trouble with snakes. I sup- 
pose it is sort of the law of the 
swamp that if you leave snakes 
alone, they will leave you alone," 
he said. 

But what if yu run across a belli- 
gerent water moccasin who doesn't 
know about the law of the swamp? 
•Then, friend, you've got troubles," 
ToUi said. 



Moral: Take Bitter With Better 

Bltterweed used to grow witiiin 
nibbling range of every cow, but now 
thei^ is such a shortage in the fields 
around Tallahassee that an FSU 
scientist put out an uigent call to- 
day for help in finding bltterweed to 
be used In research. 

According to Dr. Werner Herz, a 
plant chemist, it is needed to fill a 
request bytheCancerCbemotherapy 
National Service Center for a sub- 
stance called tenulin. This substance 
has been found to iidiibit the growth 
of certain tumors. 

Herz said if anyone can tell him 
about a large patch of bltterweed 
near Tallahassee, he wiU take a

group of graduate students nut and 
harvest it. 

When Herz began a special study of 
the bitteiTveed in 1956, he was able 
to get a whole truckload from one 
field n -he mtskirts of Tallahassee. 
Now .ie ca.T find only a fev scattered 
patches of the plant, largely in the 
Havana area 16 miles from Talla- 
hassee. 

Aside from being a weed which 

farmers have always wanted to keep 
out of pastures because it makes a 
cow's milk taste bad, the bltterweed 
has served some useful purp< ses. 

Herz said it has been mentioned 
frequently as a folk remedy and 
early settlers used it In place of 
aspirin in the medicine chest. A tea 
made from it was used to reduce 
fever. 

Hearing about Its reputation as a 
remedy, Herz made a special study 
of bltterweed and for years his la- 
boratory has extracted the tenulin, 
which is die essence of its bitter- 
ness. 

Only six or sevra grams of tenuUn 
can be extracted from 200 pounds of 
the weed. The tenulin is conc entr a t ed 
principally in the leaves andflower- 

heads. 

The Cancer Chemotherapy Center 
has requested a considerable quan- 
tity which has resulted in Htrz' re- 
newed search for it.

The program, while federally 
backed, needs to be locally spon- 
sored. In Tallahassee, the school 
board has provided the necessary 
professional guidance. 

Elementary schools in the com- 
munity have been designated as 
Headsian centers. Each morning, 
over 500 children are picked up by 
school bus and taken to the centers. 
At the center, the children, under 
the supervision of a paid teacher, 
aide and any number of volunteers, 
are given an opportunity to experi- 
ment with paints, colorii^ instru- 
ments, modeling clay, magazines 
and ther expressive media. 
They als sing songs, learn how to 
play games and, most fmponantly 
are exposed f, r the first time to 
members jf their own age group as 
well as adult supervisi r. 

"Many of these children have tliclr 
only decent meal of the day at the 
centers," added Mrs. Carnegie. 
"Many of them eat until I think they 
are g ing 1 1 burst, probablyforfear 
tha; s mehow this magical supply of 
d f )d will end." 
While n t of an educational nature, 
' )pera!i n Headstan also provides 
field trips 10 large supermarkets, 
fire andp ilicesrati ns and museums 
in i rder to teach the children tiie 
functions of these comimiiilty facU- 
iries. 

The program provides for paid, 
trained personnel, but volunteers 
make up the vast numtier of workers 
in the plan. Here is where Mrs.

Tommy is one of 560 thousand chil- 
dren enr lied in Headstart, the na- 
tion 's preschool pn>gram for cultur- 
ally backward children. 

The eight-wedc summej- program 
is designed to narrow the gap be- 
tween children who have been 
cuddled in laps and read to and 
children who have never seen a tele- 
phone or Indoor plumbing or wtio 
have never used a fork or a tooth- 
brush. 

In addition to the educational bene- 
fits of the program, ttie children are 
being given comprehensive physical 
examinations on the philosopl^ tiiat 
children who are below par physi- 
cally are not able to learn well. 

FSU student nurses are helping with 
the medical examinations of Leon 
County s 600 preschool children re- 
gistered in the summer program. 
Under the direction of Miss Clare 
Redfield of the FSU Sch- ol of Nurs- 
ing, the students participate in 
screening tests to detect vision and 
hearing defects. 

The federal govemmwit will see 
that the children are provided with 
the necessary physical treatment 
including glasses and dental care. 
The student nurses are also test- 
ing the children's exposure to tu- 
berculosis through use of the Tine 
Test.

the location of the school has yet to 
be determined. One possible loca- 
tion is behind the State Supreme 
Court Bldg. in order to have maxi- 
mum use of the Court's library. 

Also, the appropriation for the 
next two years to the A & M Law 
School have been authorized to be 
transferred to FSU by the Legis- 
lature in its recent session. 

The A & M Uw School is being 
phased nut due to the small num- 
ber f students enrolled there. The 
sch>> il has averaged less than 11 
Students per year. 

The Legislature appropriated $100 

thousand to be made available 
for the new FSU law school If plans 
are accelerated. 

Because of the time required to 

find a dean and to formulate com- 
plete plans, the A & M law school 
will probably operate until June. 
Dr. John Champion, president of 
FSU, said today an advisory com- 
mittee will soon be appointed to be- 
gin asearchforadeanandto advance 
other aspectB of pluming die Uw 
school. 

Referring to the R^ems* action 
Champion said, "Authorization by 

the Board of Regents for FSU to 
begin planning Sept. 1 for a School 
of Law Is a logical and significant 
step. 

"Because of the spectacular popu- 
la:i n gr wth in Florida and the con- 
sequent demand for more attorneys 
and legally-trained personnel, our 
faculty as early as 1962 formally 
recommended that a state-supported 
School of Law be established at FSU. 

"As the center of state legislative, 
administrative and judicial activity 
and the site of the state law li- 
braries, Tallahassee is a natural 
laboratory for legal education. The 
University f or some time has main- 
tained an excellent pre-iaw program 
as well as appropriate griduate- 
level supporting programs in the 
social sciences and other related 
fields. 

■■We will initiate sound planning 
which will enable FSU, along with 
other law schools in Florida, to offer 
the best possible legal education to 
the Increasing numbers of ouryoung 
people who are seeking it."

He said that this was the reason 
that preparations are now being 
made to form a chapter of the 
People-to-People organization on 
this campus, its program, he said, 
would not confUct with the already- 
established International Club. 

International Club President Shar- 
ad Chitgopekar agreed that there will 
not be a conflict betweeo the two 
organizations. 

The internati'.nal Club, he said, has 
already volunteered to sponsor the 
first social event which will be co- 
hosted fay both organizations InSep- 
tember. It will be an orientation 
session for the new international 
students. 

The forum s discussion centered 
around two basic problems: the re- 
luctance of the intematlonai student

Task: Find Needle In Haystack 



In Us search for information, the 
modem scientist is faced with a 
problem rivaling the craditlonaliy 
impossible task of findli^ a needle 
in a haystack. 

To aid scientists, especially in 
"mission-oriented" fields, to fLnd 
the needles they may be looking f : r 
in a vast and growing haystack f 
scientific infonr.ation, FSL is train- 
ing young men and women ir. the use 
of information-retrieval teclmiques 
which are desinged to become the 
"magnet" which will draw out the 
needle. 

Dr. Gerald Jaiioda, pr fess r ir. the 
Ijbrary School, utilizec iri rrr.a- 
tion-retriev-,: techraques for sev- 
eral = r = v.tn :ne Technical In- 
fonr.a:. r. ^i-.isi.r. of Esso, 
(fe now heads a program of study 
in this field at FSU. 

•The e)q>losion of scientific know- 
ledge during the past two decades 
is threatening to overwiielmtlie sci- 
entist with a bewildering mass erf 
puaiisiied information. 

"In the U.S. an estimated half 
million documents dealing with sci- 
ence and technology are puoUshed 
each year. Even ir. -..Ms age of 
specialization, the scientist is find- 
ing it almost impossii:ie to keep up 
with new develo[»nents in his field 
and fully benefit from past accom- 
plishments," said Jahoda. 

"One attempt to cope with this maze 
of paper, ink and ideas is the devel- 
opment of a new profession, the in- 
formation scientist. His job will oe :o 
aid the scientist in picking the 
needles from tlie haystacks," he 
continued. 
For the past two years, a pioneer 
program tralnli^ such professionals 
has been underway at FSU. The first 
three students will graduate in April 
with master of science degrees. 

A torai jf five students are in 
trai,-.:.-.g. 

This new breed of professionals 
not only is trained in the traditional 
library disciplines but also is 
grou«ted in science in order to be 
able to "talk the language" of sci- 
entists ei^aged In complex research 
fields. 

The tools of the Information sci- 
entist vary from speciaUred vol- 
umes of abstracts to high speed 
computers. Ideally, it is hoped the 
information specialist wUl become 
an extensL.T a.id to .a of the sci- 
entist's creative process. 
This merging of science and the 
an of communication is reflected in 
the training program. 
Each applicant, amoi^ other re- 
quirements, must have a bachelor's 
degree with a major in one of the 
biological, physicaiormadwnatlcal 
sciences. This provides a basis for 
further work. 
In the program, itself, 45 semester 
hours of courses are required. The 
classes range in content from spe- 
cialized types of librarlanship to 
Instruction in the gathering, assim- 
ilation and dlsswnlnation of infor- 
mation. 

.^Iso included are classes In var- 
ious phases of science, business and 
related fields. Directed work exper- 
ience provides the final polish for 
the student. 

Upon graduation, the student will 
take his place ir, the rapidly -growing 
technical Information centers in in- 
dustry, research inattniies andgov- 
emment. 

Up to about 20 years ago, Dr. Jahoda 
pointed out, scientists were fairly 
well able to cope with the volume of 
new scientific information by using 
traditional tools and services of li- 
brarians. The principal to .is have 
been tlie annually-published volumes 
of abstracm which reduce scientific 
articles from 100 to 200 words each. 
These abstracts of indexed and 
cross-indexed articles provide sci- 
entists with a ready guide. By read- 
ing these aostracts, the scientist has 
enough information to decide whe- 
ther he needs to go to the original 
article. 



The best and most extensive of 
these, the "Chemical Abstracts," 
complied 54 thousand articles ir. 
1930. By 1964 this volume had growr 
to a staggering 187 tiiousaiSi ab- 
stracts, 

.\ biologist, it is estimatad, ca. 
digest at tlie most about five thou- 
sand abstracts a year. In doing so 
he is not only likely to overlook use- 
ful articles, but to read material 
which is of no use to him. 

Tiie inadequacy of such a procedure 
Is most apparent in such "mission- 
oriented" fields as research and de- 
vel:pm,ent in the space-related in- 
dustries, Jahoda said. 

Because of the size, decentraliza- 
tion and rate of -progress, the sci- 
entist sometimes may duplicate past 
developments without realizing it. 
Because of this, many of the tra- 
ditional methods of finding specific 
information are now out of date. 

One of the most spectacular de- 
velopments in finding a new approach 
to Che old needle-ln-the-iuiystack 
problem is tlie computer. Keywords 
representing tiie contents of articles 
can be punched on cards or recorded 
en tapes. 

The m.achine tlien can run through 
tljousands of key words In a few 
seconds. The computer is a^ie to 
select and print titles whose key 
words appear to be relevant to the 
particular piece of research. 

A coordinated program involvii^ 
the scientist, information sclemist 
and the machines is UlnJy to pro- 
duce the best results.

r nglish lessons. 

The camp, seat of the U.S. Head- 
quarters In Europe, is located on 
the Salnt-Germaln territory. Many 
of the youi« visitors Indicated their 
desire to visit America stemmed 
from their contacts with the men 
stationed there. 

Cultural associations such as the 
Malson Des Jeunes Et De La Cul- 
ture, which has two thousand mem- 
bers and 52 different activities, 
originated in France and tbensptead 
to a number of other Europeencoun- 
tiles.

Tom Farrar Part Of ^Brain Trust' 



One of the neurons in President of 
the Student Body JimGroot's "brain 
trust' IsCommissioner of Elections 
Tom Farrar, sometimes known as 
the "mouthpiece." 

Farrar first became associated 
with Groot and company durli^ the 
"election crisis of 1965." At that 
time he was instrumental in defend- 
ing Groot before the Elections Com- 
mission and the Honor Coun. 

He became known In FSU politics 
by "doing favors for friends. The 
last friend for whom I worked was, 
of course, Jim Groot,' he said. 

When be was offered the position of 
Commissioner of Elections, he ac- 
cepted. He felt he had a personal 
stake In theGroot administration and 
owed It to himself an] FSU to in- 
stitute some reforms in the old 
election system, he said. 

"Too many elections are conducted 
In such a manner as to allow frauds 
and illegal ;rimmoral procedures to 
subvert the opinion of the elector- 
ate, " stated Farrar.

'There can be no democracy, no 
voice of the people, unless the vote 
of the people can be cast and judged 
through honest and effective proce- 
dures," he continued. 

Besides the supervising of elec- 
tions, it is Farrar's duty to see that 
no candidate exceeds the allowed ex- 
penditures. "It Is here," be said, 
"that discretion and care must be 
exercised." 

Farrar is handling the job with 
efficiency and vigor, said Lief 
Erickson, attorney general. Several 
other cabinet members concur. 

Farrar, meanwhile, is getting ready 
for the upcoming fall elections. 

"I intend to work to institute pro- 
cedures whereby honest elections 
can be conducted," he announced. He 
outlined a plan to "reinstate public 
confidence in student elections." 

This plan calls for the elimination 
of campaign practices such as tear- 
ing down opponents' signs andcheat- 
ing on expenditures. 

Farrar also plans to see that the 
"Janitorial" functions of the office, 
such as the removal of postersfrom 
the campus afterelections, is swiftly 
carried out. 



Farrar is a seniorgovernment ma- 
jor with a 3.9 average in his major.
